off shipment of iron ore to Ger- 
many through Norwegian territor- 
ial waters, the Norwegian cabinet 
met and then parliament was call- 
ed into special session. 
Foreign Minister Halvdan Koht, 


In a public statement charged that 
the allies had violated Norwegian 
"sovereignty and neutrality" by lay- 
Ing the mines and patrolling the af- 
fected regions with warships. 
"The Norwegian government," he 
said, "protests gravely and solemn- 
ly against this open breach of In- 
ternational law - - - the Norwegian 
government must demand that such 
mines be removed at once and that 
the guard 
by foreign warships 


cease." 
Koht charged Britain with vio- 
lating an agreement of last March 
11 which he said provides that all 
Norwegian goods, including contra- 
band, could be sent from Norway 
to Germany. 
Koht's statement came as Nor- 
wegians heard ominous reports of 
a gathering of German and Brit- 
ish warships.

C. M. Cureton, chief justice 
of the Texas supreme court 
died here today. 


He was 65 years old. 
Justice Cureton had been 


ill intermittently over a long 
period and finally succumb- 
ed at his home. 


His office said the Immediate 


cause of his death was a heart at- 
tack. 


His most recent Illness started 


about two weeks ago. 


Dr. Frank Gregg of Austin said 
Justice Cureton had suffered from 
chronic heart disease for several 
years and at 8:15 a. m. became 
very ill. He died at 10:45 a. m. 


Survivors include his widow and 
a brother, H. J. Cureton of Meri- 
dian, Texas He had no children. 
Funeral services were not ar- 


ranged Immediately. 
Under the law Governor W, Lee 


O'Daniel has the authority to ap- 
point a successor who may servo 
until this summer's election. 


Someone then will be elected to 
serve the remainder of Curoton's 
term, which has two more years 
to run. 


Chief Justice of the Texas Su-

RACE FOR GOVERNOR 


STATEJF TEXAS 


BANISHING OF 'O'DANIELISM' 


IS TO BE BASIS FOR 


HIS CAMPAIGN

AUSTIN, April 6.—(#)—Thirty- 
two-year-old Jerry Sadler, plain 
talking junlon 
member 
of the 
Texas railroad commission, will 
make his race for governor on a 
program of banishing "O'Danlel- 
ism" and meeting the state's fi- 
nancial needs with higher natural 
resources levies Instead of a sales 
or transaction tax. 


The snuff-dipping East Texan 
star-tod campaigning1 against Gov- 
ernor W. Lee O'Danlel last night 
with a declaration that "we have 
had a two-year holiday on proc- 
ress in this state because of the 
selfish few who haVe dominated 
the places of power In this Lone 
Star Empire." 


The Sadler broadcast followed by 


24 hours O'Daniel's announcement 
of his decision to try for re-elec- 
tion. Retorting in blistering fash- 
Ion to portions of the O'Danlel an- 
nouncement address the rail com- 
missioner said: 


"By his own acts and his words, 


spoken no longer ago than last 
night, Governor O'Danlel sets him- 
self up as a dictator, in his efforts 
to abolish the Texas legislature, 
since he is already telling Texas 
democrats to elect a legislature 
that will be composed of his 'yes- 
men,' so that he can do as he 
pleases, 
which 
If accomplished, 


will make a one-man government 
like communistic Russia, trans- 
forming your Texas and mine In- 
to a dictatorship the like of which 
the world has never seen, x x x 
Newspapers And Radio. 
"The governor wants to abolish 
all Texas newspapers and radio sta- 
tions which do not bow and bend 
to his wishes. He Is already ask- 
ing the people of Texas to with- 
draw all support and patronage 
from them — a coercion not even 
attempted In the European dicta- 
torships.' But Texas is not ready 
for a controlled press and controll- 
ed radio stations. 
"It is a pity that he does not 


tell the people of Texas what his 
transaction tax really is. He Is 
the sole sponsor of this measure. 
When it was put before the legis- 
lature by him, experts on taxation 
in and out of the legislature fig- 
ured it would put a tax burden 
of $400,000,0( 
a year on the peo- 
ple of Texas. 


"This is the reason It received 
only a handful of votes in the 
house—and now wanta a yes-man 
legislature so that he can put it 
ov •." 


The speaker said that not only 
should the social security program 
bo adequately financed so far as 
it's existing phases are concerned 
but also it should be broadened. 
"We are Just in the dawn of our 
social security program," he assert- 
ed. 


Must Change Constitution. 
He pointed out that Texas' needy 
aged could not profit from federal 
government action raising maxi- 
mum pensions from $30 to $40 a 
month unless the voters adopted a 
constitutional amendment boosting 
the state's maximum from $15 to 
$25.. 
He advocated adoption of 
constitutional 
provisions permit- 
ting state matching of county con- 
tributions for relief to the unem- 
ployables and state payment of 
burial expenses for old age pen- 
sioners. 


"There are In Texas In round 
numbers," he continued, "250,000 
young people between the ages of 
18 and 25 who are out of schools 
and out of .1obs. The problem must 
be faced. In twelve southern states 
a start has been made to attack 
the problem through the public 
school system. Wo must lay great- 
er stress on vocational training 
and practical experience in th<? 
arts which involve use of 
the 
hands. 


Must Find New Opportunities. 
"The gateway to opportunity in 
Texas must not only be kept open, 
but new opportunities must be 
found, x x x Let us decree that 
no longer shall it be possible in 
Texas for a man to promise you 
the rainbow and give you the bit- 
ter ashes of disappointment." 
To finance larger old age pen- 
sions, aid to dependent children 
and the blind, Sadler 
advocated 


that the oil tax be raised from 2 
3-4 to 5 per cent of value, the na- 
tural gas impost from 3 per cent 
of value to one cent per thousand 
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cubic feet and the sulphur tax from 
$1.03 to $1.25 a ton. He calculated 
this would boost the state's reve- 
nues by $23,355,000 a year, 
To match teachers' contributions 
to their retirement fund, he recom- 
mended an increase ot the corpor- 
ation franchise tax on concerns 
with capitalization In excess of 
$100,000 and elimination of 
the 


"preferential franchise tax rate" 
given utilities and pipeline com- 
panies. 
Campaigning From Mexico. 


Referring 
sacractloally 
to O'- 
Danlels' frequent broadcasts from 
a Mexican station, Sadler said that 
"the present 
governor evidently 
believes that Texas is still a part 
of Mexico since he Is doing his 
campaigning from there. 
"O'Danlel has become our little 


Snow White. He holds aloof from 
us plain folks of Texas—runs off to 
Mexico for fear the old witch will 
get him and starts publication of 
the only pure, snowwhlte paper In 
Texas." 


Aside from taxation and social 
security, 
Sadler's 
platform in- 
cludes:

Described by associates as one of 
the 
hardest-working 
men 
they 
knew, Judge Cureton was well read 
In the history of government, clas- 
sic literature, geology, botany, eco- 
nomics, architecture, 
music and 
other subjects. 
Judge Cureton's public servant 
began in 1009 when he served two 
terms In the state house of repre- 
sentatives. He was named first as- 
sistant attorney general in 1913, 
which post he retained until 1918 
when he became attorney general. 
After two terms, he resigned to 
accept the chief justiceship, which 
he has held ever since. 
Friend of Vandevanter 
He was a close friend of Willis 
Vandevanter, former associate jus- 
tice of the United States supreme 
court. Vandevanter visited him in 
Austin 
this past winter. Their 


friendship 
began 
when 
Cureton 


represented Texas before the U. S. 
tribunal on a land matter. 


After completing Basque county 


school course, Cureton entered Cen- 
tral college at Walnut Springs, and, 
subsequently, the University of Vir- 
ginia, which he attended In 1892 
and 1893. 
He studied law while Jiving on 


one of his father's West Texas 
ranches In the Trans-Pecos region, 
and while he served in the Span- 
ish-American war, with the Texas 
Volunteer Infantry. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1899 and prac- 
ticed at Meridian in Bosque county.
